| A @LARING EXAMPLE. 

A glaring example of this came under 
my notice on the main road from Dublin 
to Dalkey, and in the vicinity of Sandy- 
cove Station, one day this week. Two 
‘buses which were approaching each other 
pulled up without the least warning, thus 
acting as a kind of dam to the dozens of 
cars that were following each of them, 
and leaving no room whatever for 
a. car to pass either between or 
outside the ‘buses. This created a 
very unpleasant, not to say dangerous, 
situation and one in which serious conse- 

uences to traffic were very likely to occur. 

liberate obstruction of ‘he traffic flow 
caused in this way should not be tolerated, 
and it is to be hoped that the necessary 
steps to bring such offenders to account 
will not be overlooked when the Road 
Traffic Bill is being discussed and revised 
in the Dail during the present session. 
ANOTHER DANGEROUS PRACTICE. 

Another phase of the danger which in- 
considerate and thoughtless ’bus drivers 
introducec to our highways is their de- 
plorable habit of coming to a sudden stop 
without giving any kind of warning to the 
following cars. Seldom does a "bus driver 
pull into his near side when dropping or 

taking up passengers, the general practice 
being to stop dead in any part of the road 
on which they are travelling when they 
are hailed by a potential fare, so that 
the competing. ’bus which is following 
may not pass them out. Such disregard 
for traffic imposes serious and continuous 
dangers ou all road users, wh'ch a little 
courtesy on the part of the ma‘ority of 
‘bus drivers ani conductors would alto- 
gether eliminate. Apparently the only 
remedy is to make it compulsory on 
drivers of thes: heavy vehicles when 
coming to a stand-still not only to pull 
into the footwa/, but to sivnal their inten- 
tion of doiud Su eithe: through the con- 
ductor of the "bus or by some mec anical 
means, such as a red flash licht from the 
rear of the vchicle. This is another matter 
which the Minisier in charge of the Traffic 
Bill micht well take into conside~ation. 
NECESsITY FI TRAMS TO SIGNAL 
“ STOPPING.” 

Since the comin of ’bus traffic tram 
cars now stop at pretty well any part of 
the roadway ‘when hailed by a fare, and 
they, too, cause, ! ut to a lesser dezree, con- 
fusion of following trafic. There are many

postpone the examination of one’s car, 
which has been laid up for a period 
during. the winter until tne first morning 
of the Easter holidays, aud: then to dis-: 
cover some’ smali but irritating fauit, 
which holds up the start and wastes pre 
cious time, is most annoying. 

Many owners lay up their cars for the 
three months of winter, at which time 
more often than not certain adjustments 
or overhaul are due, but, having finished 
with the. car for a certain period, these 
necessary attentions are shelved, the 
owner contenting himself with the inten- 
tion to see to these wants during the car’s 
rest in the garage. In most cases the 
adjustments are not thought of until 
within a day or two of the intended tour 
when, as every owner knows, the days pre- 
ne Easter are the busiest time of the 
year for garages. Unless th- overhaul is 
ut in hand in sufficient time, there is the 
ikelihood of keen disappointment on the 
eve of the holiday. Therefore, those 
whose cars have been at rest for some 
months will be wise to attend to any 
adjustments that are necessary before 
Easter week seta in 
GETTING THE CAR INTO 

CONDITION 

Great is the pleasure obtained from the 
feeling that one’s car is in first-class con- 
dition, and if the following suggestions 
are adopted the owner of any sound car 
may possess that feeling of dependability 
when on his Easter tour. 

After a season's work most cars 
greatly benefit by being decarbonised 
and the valves and seatings attended 
to, and in cases where the rings of the 
pistons have got slack renewed power will 
be infused into the engine by having 
new set of rings fitted. ‘ If plugs have 
been in use for a year, it is economy to 
invest in a new set, while, if the brakes are 
losing holding power, these should be 
adjusted, or relined, as the case may re- 
quire. There 31: nothing so uncomfort- 
able as to drive a car of which one has 
not perfect control—and if the brakes are 
poor one’s control has gone. 

Accumulators must not be forgotten; 
esnecially is this so in the case where 
they have not received a reriodic charge 
during the months of their disuse. fa 
any event, examine storage battery and 
see that the plates are covered by about 
a quarter of an inch of arid. Tf the lianid 
has evaporated: cover the cells with dis- 
tilled water. 

LOOK TO YOUR TYRES. 

Tyres in good-condition are a big factor 
in care-free motoring, and whether they 
have been laid up for some time or are in 
frequent use attention to them wil] be wel] 
worth the trouble. An excellent practice 
is to occasionally jack up each wheel 
till it is free of the ground, turn it slowly, 
and pick up any (foreign matter 
that may be embedded in the covers. If 
the cuts in which pieces of flint, stone, 
wire and other things are found are filled 

- with tyre stopping, it wil] add to the 
ife of a tyre; for if the rubber tread is 
cut into the canvas walls the damp 
soon sets up rot, anc eventually a 
break will ovcur in the walls. The 
tyres should be inflated to the correct 
press 're,. and, above all, see tha‘ 
pressure is equa] as betwecn each pair of 
tyres. In the examination look to the 
spare wheel. Forretfu!ness often leaves a 
spare wheel that has been punctured un- 
attended to, and there is nothing more 
irritatine than to be caucht on the road 
with a punctured snare wheel. 

It is a vood plan to give the car a 
thorouch greasine, so as to remove scueaks. 
and be sure to have a look over the tool 
kit to see that there is a repair outfit,

66 BE. Memoirs of Marshal Foch ” 
_ May be read this way or that, 
according to the .strategical or national 
views of the reader, but, however they are 
read, they remain an entrancing account 
of the first and last stages of the War on 
the Western front. be 

The Tate Marshal has an easy style, 
which ‘somehow makes his achievements 
seem to have been almost equally easy of 
accomplishment. We open hostilities with 
him at Nancy, where he commanded the 
Twentieth Corps, and proceed to the Battle 
of Morhange. We retire later with him to 
the Grand Couronné of Nancy when 
failures in other parts of the line made 
such a step inevitable. As explained by 
Foch, the handling of the Twentieth Corps 
appears: to have been the simplest affair 
imaginable. During the retreat to the 
Grand Couronné the Corps was ordered to 
cover the retirement 
of the Second Army.’

Foch arrived with General Weygand— 
then Colonel Weygand—who was destined 
to remain his jidus Achates throughout the 
War. Taking charge of some hastily col- 
lected formations, which later became the 
Ninth Army, he .illed the gap which the 
Germans had made between the French 
Fourth and Fifth Armies, whereupon he 
conducted another ietreat, as decorous as 
that of his colleagues was hurried. The 
Battle of the Marne followed, in which 
the Ninth Army fought a more or less con- 
taining action. 

It is, perhaps, in the part which he 
played in what is called “ the race to the 
sea,” but what was, in fact, no more than 
a series of attempts by either side to out- 
flank the other, that Marshal Foch is most 
interesting ; for, given a rather vague com- 
mission to co-ordinate the left wing of the 
Allied line, he came into contact with

“The supreme 
moment appears to have been at Viamer- 
tinghe on October 31st, 1914, when Sir 
John French denied that the British First 
Corps could hold its ground in the face of 
the German attack on the Ypres sector. 
There was nothing left, said Siz John, but 
to go up and get killed with the First 
Corps if it was asked to stand. Foch saw 
no such necessity. He decided that the 
First Corps must stand, and it stood. 

. Foch seldom gives a positive opinion 
about the qualities of the Allied or German 
commanders, but his views often are thinly 
disguised. Byng, Rawlinson and, by 
inference, Plumer _ receiv honourable 
mention.; among the athena von Hutier 
is admitted grudgingly, though tacitly, to 
have had certain merits. 

-““And now: which must I bet on— 
Ludendorff or Foch?’’ asked Mr. Lloyd 
Georg: facetiously in 1918, when the 
Beauvais agreement, which made Foch 
Generalissimo of the Allied Forces, had 
been concluded. ‘‘ You can back me and 
you will win,’’ was the ready answer. 
Though it must be remembered that 
Ludendorff did not enjoy Foch's 
resources, we must remember, too, that 
Foch took over a battle which others had 
nearly lost. 

One fact is very clear. Foch saw, as no 
one else saw, that, at the vital stage of 
the German drive in 1918, the battle must 
be an Allied battle to save Amiens—the 
point of union—and not a French-battle to 
save Paris or a British battle to save the 
ports. Here his instant decision won the 
War. 

In the purely strategical field we are not 
competent to judge; but Foch’s theory 
that a break-through was impossible may 
be questioned. Ludendorff and von Hutier 
differed, and almost proved their point. 
With the German resources of two years 
earlier it is virtually certain that they 
would have proved it. Nevertheless, even 
if Foch was no Napoleon, he was a good 
soldier and a sound strategist, and he was 
adequate to the occasions which he was 
called upon to meet. Moreover, his strong 


will was an asset ; for it produced a policy 
| among divided counsels. His memoirs are 
| the most interesting work yet produced on 
| the land warfare of the Jate struggle.

A Tribute to Michael Faraday. By Rollo Apple- 
yard. London: Constable. 7/6 net. 


HIS volume will help to make still 

better known the character and dis- 
coveries of one of the greatest men of 
science. ' It is only to the professional 
man, and especially to the student of 
electrical science, that the life-work of 
Michael Faraday 'a known to any great 
extent. To tle man in the street he is 
but a name. In this book, so intimate, 
lucid and _ fascinating, Mr. Rollo 
Appleyard has given a portrait which 
shows us one of the noblest minds that 
have enriched humanity. 

Faraday’s work, considered in 
practical application, especially as we 
benefit from it to-day, has done more 
for mankind than all the investigators 
of his own, or later generations, with the 
exception of Lord Kelvin’s. Like him, he 
was the beau-tdeal scientist in his philo- 
sophic views and experimental work. 
Physics when he made hi: start in 
laboratory work was in a very ptimitive 
state. As to the nature of light, elec- 
tricity arfd magnetism, most absurd views 
were held. It was this world of scientific 
nescience that was for him a region rich 
in discoveries and conquests. 

All this, Mr. Appleyard makes the 
reader realise with the appealing charm 
of romance. The light which Faraday’s 
brilliant intellect threw on the problems 
and researches to which he set himself, 
ushered in an era of progress, withcut 
parallel in the history of civilisation. 
What Newton did in stellar mechanics. 
Faraday accomplished in chemistry and 
physics. 

Mr. Appleyari’s tribute to his genius is 
just and well-merited and deserves to be 
read widely. It makes its appearance 
appropriately in the centenary year ol 
Faraday’s momentous’ discovery in 
magneto-electricity.

HEN the Irish Manuscripts’ Com- 
mission was established by the Free 

State Governinent in 1928, it was eu- 
thisted with a task of ‘momentous im- 
portance for Irish history and scholarship. 
A large quantity of Irish history _and. 
literature is hidden away ia manuscript 
form in libraries at home ia Ireland, 1 
England and on the Continent, while 
many printed books necessary jor Irish 
scholars are rare or inaccessible. The 
work of the “Commission is to make ail 
such materials available; to’ ransack 
libraries and private collections for works 
of Trish historical or literary interest, and 
to publish the result ot their labours in 
separate voluires where the ‘naterial re- 
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uires such treatment, or in the Analecta 
Milavaics. a periodica) under the joint 
editorship of Professor Eoin MacNeill auc 
Professor James Hogan, to be published 
annually by the Commission. 

The first number of the Analecta 
appeared last year and contained official 
documents and correspondence, a cata- 
logue of items of Irish interest in the 
Bodleian Library, Oxford, followed by the 
Rawlinson MSS. A and B. This last wae 
the work of Mr. — MacNeill, who 
continues it in the volume before us with 
the Rawlinson MSS. C and I).—pp. 1-82. 

Some two hundred pages of the report 
are occupied with the Gerrard Papers— 
Lord Chancellor Gerrard’s notes of his 
Report ou Ireland, with extracts from 
original irish records exhibited by hina 
Lefore the Privy Council in England 
1577-8. Mr. MacNeill in his report on the 
work at Oxford stressed the importance of 
the Gerrard document, with the result. 
that here it is printed in full. 

The work of reporting on the documents 
of Irish interest in the British Museum 


was undertaken by, Dr. Robin Flower, and | 


the first instalment of his report appears 
in this voluine, pp. 292-340. . Dr. Flower 
states that “ the Department of Mant- 
scripts in the British Museum contains 4 


large quantity of manuscripts which are | 


in one way or another of Irish interest.’ 
Scholars of the Irish language are 
familiar with. the reat work of 
the late Standish O'Grady and Dr. Flower 
in the two volumes of the Catalogue of 
Irish MSS. in the British Museum. A 
third volume containing indexes, etc., 15 
In preparation. 

One learns from Dr. Flower’s report “of 
the painstaking efiorts of great scholars 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
to discover and preserve Irish documents, 
notably. Ussher and James Ware,- ‘‘ who 
are the real founders of Irish history in 
modern times.” Ware's MSS. had an in- 
teresting history. They passed after 
many vicissitudes into the hands of 
James Brydges, Duke of Chandos. Dean 
Swift appealed to Chandos to have them 
returned “ to this poor kingdom ”’ 

“at the humble request of many deserving 
persons in this city and University.’’ 

Chandos did not even reply to this 
letter. and his indifference ended 
the friendship between himself and 
Swift. Swift evidently had ie to 
add the Ware MSS. to the Ussher 
collection in Trinity College, Dublin. 
The collection aiterwards was scattered, 
but a number of the MSS. came into the 
possession of Richard Rawlinson, and 
eventually to the Bodleian. Others reached 
the British Museum through the collection 
of Jeremiah Milles, Dean of Exeter. 

Dr. Flower writes at length and in great 
detail about the histories anid annals in 
manuscript in the British Museum, and 
adds an appendix.

position of the English public schools in 
relation to the principles of  interna- 
tionalism atid federalism which have been 
engaging the ettention of advanced educa- 
tionalists siuc> ihe Great War. That the: 
type of imperial administrator, which it 
has been the functio.. of the public schools 
to produce, is ‘something of an anachronism 
in a post-war Empire is the contention of 
the modern controversialist. 
Only a radical adjustment of the educa- 
tional system, it is held, can' produce the 
yorerning class of  to-morrow—those 


-“ Citizens of the World ” who can guide 


their country and Empire on the principles 
of co-operation rather than of domination. 
Mr. Pearce’s plan is the creation of 
federal schools for the building up of a 
broader outlook and ‘* for the elimination 
cf that ‘ foreigner’ complex which now 
inhibits our statecraft and cripples 
effective co-operation between national 
groups.” In a carefully-reasoned appendix 
he draws up a scheme for the -foundation 
of such a school, where the pupils will mix 
with the youth of other nations, and in 
which they wil! be encouraged to build up 
some form of self-covernment. 

Much can be done on the basis of Mr 
Pearce’s plan—something is being done 
already ; but the federal school only can 
succeed in its objects by virtue of its 
ubiquity and its catholicity. There are 
great barriers of prejudice, imperfect 
sympathies and ignorance which must be 
swept away before the youth of all nations, 
not alone of England, can become in the 
true sense ‘‘ Citizens of|the World."’

Valiant Ladies. By Clifford Bax. London:

R. CLIFFORD BAX treads delicately 
before hig audience. His thre 
valiant ladies pass through innis 
and: tribulation with a smile and a jest on 
their lips. That, perhaps, is \hy, though 
two of the three plays represented in this 
volume exhibit a marked improvement 
over his previous work for the theatre, 
they just fail to be fine plays. We have 
cast away many of the old canons of 
drama—rizhtly, in all probability. 
Nevertheless, one canon remains—that a 
good play must be true to itself. If 
the theme is “ tragic’’ (according to 
whatever definition we use the vord) 
there must be no avoiding of the fact. 
The theme of “The Venetian” is 
essentially tragic, but the working out is 
that of a society comedy. If a true play 
wright had chosen to represent the . fe, 
loves. and death of Bianca Capello, the 
shadow of the end would have been cast 
over his whole play. The shadow never 
appears in ‘‘ The Venetian.’’ Indeed, an 
entirely new third act with what is called 
a hapry ending could be substituted with- 
out the need to make the slightest change 
in the first two 

A somewhat similar charge can be laid 
against the other plays in this volume. 
but they lack the stuff that partons the 
primary fault of “ The Venetian.’’ ‘* The 
Rose without a Thorn ” is conventional— 
rigidly conventional. It sounds vaguely 
like an attempt to adapt a Shakespearian 
original for the ‘‘ talkies.”” The Eliza- 
bethan tricks are there—the masque, for 
example—bnt in this vase they make very 
little difference to the vrocess of the ply, 
which, worst of all. ends ad la Hollywood. 

‘The Immortal Lady,” from the point 
of view of construction, is simply 
negligible. The first two acts are good 
enough, but the third merely depends on 
a trick, which, how’ ver true to history, 
is suited: only to the mystery play. 

When all is said, however, Mr. Bax 
remains one of the f..+ masters of 
dialogue on the English stage, and the 
dialogue in these three plays is as spark- 
ling as ever. In pure comedy this style ‘s 
priceless. Better still, he knows how to 
sustain the action to the last, which is 
the first and greatest of the playwright’s 
commandments. 

High praise, incidentally, 
Mundanus for this departure. Three 
new plays in a three-and-sixpe.ny ‘ume, 
had they been written by anybody, would 
have been extraordinary value. Three 
plays by Mr. Clifford Bax for this sum 
almost constitute a literary revolution.

IGNS are not wanting that the element 
of sentimentality in literature is 
beginning to attract the attention that it 
deserves. It is not long since Mr. Aldous 
Huxley descanted on literary vulgarity, 
and now Mr. Burra comes forward with 
an essay on one of its most interesting 
He examines the sinister 
harvest of books and plays produced by 
that ‘‘ Gothic ” temper of the eighteenth 
century, which was denounced so 
strongly by Addison and showed itself not 
only in literature but in the innumerable 
“ grottoes ” and sham ruins that testified 
to the growing desire for romance. ‘* Con- 
tinuity in literary historv,” Mr. Burra 
says, “ is preserved by a constant under- 
current of second-rate literature, which is 
invariably the same in feeling, which 
exerts a vital influence on more important 
compositions, and which sometimes leaves 
its second-rate status and comes to the 
fore. This permanent element is senti- 
mentality.’’ 

There is rich material for the con-

AMCoving Bogs. 


Bog-slides are of not infrequent 
occurrence in the West of Ireland, but 
they are seldom as serious as the one 
reported from Bangor Erris. In 1697 a 
peat bog burst at Charleville, near Lime- 
rick, and moved about a quarter of a mile, 
carrying with it not only its own 
substance, but the adjacent pasture land, 
in its course. Before the bog began to 
move, a noise was heard to come from 
underground, like distant thunder. The 
mass came to rest at length in a large 
meadow, which it covered to a depth of 
sixteen feet. Another similar movement 
took place in the wild, remote district of 
Enagh Monmore, in January, 1853, when 
a mass of peat about a mile in circum- 
ference moved over sloping land for 
twenty-four hours before the natural 
contour of the ground brought it to rest. 


Rathmore, near Killarney, in December, 
1896, when several lives were Jost, and 
many miles of country laid waste. In these 
instances the cause of the movement was 
long-continued heavy rains, which per- 
meated the bog and tore it from its 
anchorage, not so much by softening the 
actual substance, as by getting under it 
and forcing it in the direction of least 
yesistance.

Che Eagle. 


The appearance of a golden eagle over 
the Comeragh Mountains will rejoice the 
hearts of those who had feared that this 
bird had passed for ever from Ireland. The 
eagle, as an imperial design in Napoleonic 
heraldry, probably was related to the 
Roman eagle of the legions and the 
Czsars, but in Central Europe it is more 
likely that it remembered the royal bird 
of the ancient Teuton and Celt.

Dr. R. Lloyd Praeger gave an interesting 
fecture, which was illustrated by lantern 
slides, at a meeting of the Dublin Naturalists’ 
Field Club in Academy House, Dawson street, 
Dublin, last night. The subject was ‘ Plants 
that Eat Animals.” ; 


WONDERFUL PLANTS. 


The lecturer said that plants had several 
abnormal means of obtaining their food sup- 
ply. Some, instead of making their food by 
absorbing the raw materials through their 
roots and leaves, took the ready-made food 
provided by dead plant material; others 
sucked it out of living plants. In these cases 
' neither roots nor leaves were necessary, and 
the plants frequently consisted merely of 
stems and flowers. 

Some plants went further, and used animal 
food, capturing small creatures—principally 
ingects—by a number 
of ingemious devices. 
Some, such as the 
Bladderwort, had 
mousetrap arrange- 
ments by which a 
door closed on the 
unwary intruder. 
Others had pitfalls 
filled with water, in 
which the creatures 
drowned. In both 
cases their — bodies 
were actually digested 
and went to feed the 
i sé plants.

The audacity of amateur dramatic societies 
is, perhaps, their most engaging characteristic, 
and if that audacity does not always carry 
them to the pinnacles of success, at least, it 
must be counted unto them for virtue. Ne 
plays of the modern theatre 1equire more 
spontaneously suave acting and staging than 
do the comedies of Osear Wilde; and if they 
do not receive just the correct kind of speed 
and suavity in the acting the total effect is 
apt to be spoiled. While it is possible to con- 
cratulate the University College, Dublin, 
Dramatic Society upon their performance of 
"The Importance of Being Earnest”’ at the 
Gate Theatre last night, it is not possible to 
say that the play was received by the audi- 
ence as it was intended by Wilde that it 
should be received. The action was entirely 
too alow. and repartee that should have 
slipped from burnished tongues seemed to 
trickle as fiom a frozen fountain. In conse- 
quence of this delayed and waylaid dialogue, 
the play, which should have ended at latest 
about half-past ten, meandered on until past 
eleven o'clock, It occurred, too, that the 
laugh from one of Wilde’s epigrams was not 
overtaken by the retorting brilliance from the 
opnosite number, This was fatal to the play. 

Possibly, comedy, which depends for the 
creater part of its effect upon verbal dex- 
terity and epigramatic brilliance should not 
be attempted by amateurs, who have neither 
the time to rehearse nor the experience to 
carry them through the most difficult passages. 
But if such a rule were to be rigidly applied 
some of the gems of the English stage would 
be ruled out of bounds for amateur societies. 
It is. therefore, all to the wood that amateurs 
should aspire greatly even if thev fall heavily. 

There is one point upon which the Univer- 
sity College (Dublin) Dramatic Society are 
entitled to hearty congratulation this year— 
their production and performance were im- 
measurably superior to those of last year, 
and bear the mark of the experienced and 
skilled training to which the members have 
been subjected.

Mr. McGilligan’s Promise.

LIMERIVUK, Thursday. 
URING his visit to Limerick Mr. 
D McGilligan, Free State Minister íor 
Industry and Commerce, received a 
deputation from the Limerick Chamber of 
Commerce in regard to the question of the 
resumption of traffic from Limerick by inland 
navigation, the delay being, as alleged, caused 
by the Shannon Electricity Scheme and the 
want of deepening of the Abbey River to 
jead from the new canal constructed for the 
scheme. | ; 
The Minister suggested that “ officially ' 
the inland waterway was open to traffic, and 
that the tests carried out had demonstrated 
the fact that barges could be plied on the 
service without danger. The Grand Canal 
Company was seeking compensation to the 
extent of £130,000 for loss of trade. That 
claim would have to be determined, and in 
the event of an award being given the con- 
sumers of electricity would have to bear the 
burden. On his return to Dublin he would 
take a personal interest in the question, and 
promised to do all in his power to have inland 
trafic resumed as early, and as speedily as 


possible. - 
ELECTRICITY CHARGES, 

With a reference to the high flat rate for 
as compared 
with Cork and Dublin, which the deputation 
mentioned, Mr. McGilligan said that it was 
his view that there should be a uniform rate 
for the Saorstat. When he introduced the 
Shannon Power Bill he included a clause pro- 
viding for a flat rate all round, but as a re- 
sult of violent opposition the clause was 
amended so as to set up electricity areas, 
each to bear its own charges, on which basis 
the Supply Board had fixed the flat rate for 
Limerick. If, however, it could be shown 
that the Board were fleecing Limerick the 
Board would take immediate action. There 
were hopes that the flat rate would be reduced 
in the quarter commencing April 1. 

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 

In reply to a deputation from the City 
Vocational Committee, relative to the refusal 
to sanction a loan of £5,000 to the Corpora- 
tion to provide additional accommodation at 
the City Technical Institute,

Mr. Baldw'‘n and India. 


Mr. Baldwir’s “ bombshell’’ has pro- 
duced no political crisis and it has averted 
a grave error in Indian affairs. There is 
no doubt that the Socialist Government 
had proposed to follow the recent truce 
with immediate sittings: of the Round 
Table Conference in India. Mr. Baldwin's 
decision that the Conservative Party could 
not be represented at such meetings 
surprised the Governme&t and startled the 
Indian Congress, but, as he explained in 
the House of Commons yesterday, it re- 
presents no victory of ‘‘ die-hardism.’’ The 
Conservative leader's views are unchanged. 
He still holds that all British parties must 
co-operate in an Indian settlement, and 
that they must approach the problem in a 
generous spirit ; but he recognises that the 
path is sown with difficulties an. dangers 
Faced with Mr. Baldwin’s decision, the 
Government has abandoned its reckless 
purpose. The Conference will not be 
resumed in India, and the coming months 
will be spent in the careful investigation 
which must precede any re-opening of the 
main issues. Afterwards ..dian delegates, 
including Congress delegates, will be 
invited to London, and the Government 
hopes that autumn will find the problem 
ripe for final discussion. Thus Mr. 
Baldwin has checked the raw haste which, 
in this case, would have been something 
worse than half-sister to delay. 

We have not ceased to adniire the 
Viceroy’s idealism and courage; and Mr. 
Baldwin’s loyalty to him, in these times 
of easy principles and shifting allegiances, 
is beyond praise. Nevertheless, we are 
quite sure that history will not endorse 
Mr. Baldwin’s verdict on the Delhi con- 
versations. He calls them “a victory of 
common-sense’; in fact, they have 
aggravated the problems of settlement and 


|have diminished the prestige of the 


British Raj. Let us imagine a situation 
in which, ten years ago, all British 
parties were eager to secure a national 
settlement in this country. Let us sup- 
pose that, at a Round Table Conference 
in London, North and South had dis- 
cussed the essentials of Dominion status 
for a united Ireland. Let us suppose, 
further, that in such a moment an Irish 
Viceroy, ignoring Ulster, had entered into 
personal and intimate conversations with 
Mr. de Valera. Surely the result would 
have alienated Ulster utterly, and would 
have postponed indefinitely all prospects 
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criticisms even of so distinguished a 


physician as Lord Dawson of Penn, who

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the police were ready with other 
parallel charges if Herbert Armstrong had 
not been convicted of poisoning his 
Palmer and Pritchard enjoyed a 
similar distinction. Social and profes- 
sional considerations frequently cause 
general practitioners to hesitate before 
they refuse a certificate unless they are 
certain that poison has been administered. 
It is the duty, therefore, of the State to 
play its part in the preservation of 
citizens’ safety, and Lord Ponsonby’s

Housing in Belfast. 


The latest annual report, compiled by 
the Northern Ministry of Home Affairs, 
on local government services in Ulster, is 
apt to give observers pause. While the 
number of houses approved for erection 
during 1930 was slightly less than the 
number approved in former years, those 
actually completed were far more 
numerous than they have been in any year 
since the Government’s housing subsidy 
began. Although, some months ago, there 
was a rumour that the subsidies which 
have broken the back of Ulster’s housing 
problem were to be discontinued, it was 
denied at the opening session of the 
Northern Parliament. We doubt whether 
the Parliament’s decision is well advised. 
It is not easy to say how far the housing 
question has been settled in the rural 
districts of the North, but there is little 
doubt that Belfast has no further need of 
subsidy—or,: rather that the subsidy has 
been misdirected. At the present moment 
rents are low in comparison with those 
prevailing elsewhere, and a great many 
houses in the central and suburban areas

We hope that the crisis will not 
arise, and we think that it need not arise 
if Mr. Baldwin will consent to lay a 
stronger stress on the more positive aspects 
of Conservative policy. British Con- 
servatives are quite willing that India 
shall enjoy a liberal measure of 
self-government, but they insist on two 
conditions. The first is that the Indian 
communities shall compose their racial 
differences. The other is that the fruits 
of that dominion which Britain has estab- 
lished in India by two centuries of sacri- 
fice and enlightened toil shall be lost 
neither to herself nor to India’s three 
hundred million souls. Why will not Mr. 
Baldwin insist, as Mr. Churchill insists, 
that Indian self-government cannot be 
obtained per saltum, and that British 
rights in India are indefeasible? The 
position would be clarified to-morrow, to 
the enormous gain of Britain and India, 
if Mr. Baldwin would make a definite pro- 
nouncement on the latest claims of the 
Indian Congress Party.

The _ British Ministry of Labour has 
promised to issue a White Paper on the 
cost-of-living index figure. The figure is 
designed to give a standard of comparison 
between the costs of maintenance of a 
working-class family before and after the 
Great W:-. As the Labour Correspondent 
of The Times recalls, an examination was 
made, some years before the War, of some 
2,000 working-class family budgets from 
different parts of Great Britain. From the 
results was compiled a iist of standard 
articles and the proportions in which 
they were consumed. — “at list, im- 


| proved and extended, forms the basis of 


the present system of calculation. Eve.y 
month now the prices prevailing are com- 
pared with those -f 1914. The system of 
‘* weighting ” is employed—that is to say, 
not only is every item calculated in accord- 
ance with its actual price, but its influence 
on the total figure is i to the 
importance of the commodity in the family 
budget. Both the nature and proportion 
of the various articles are kept under con- 
stant survey, so that, on the whole, the 
method continues to produce satisfactory 
results. One defect remains in the system. 
It merely furnishes a figure adequate to 
regulate the income of weekly wage- 
earners, and makes no provision for those 
who work on monthly or quarterly terms. 
The latest food prices—those. for January 
Gist, 193l—give an index figure of 36 per 
cent., which means that food prices are 
now 36 per cent. above the pre-war level. 
Clothing, on the other hand, shows an 
increase of between 100 and 105 per cent., 
and the figure for all commodities in 
general use among working-class families, 
including the separate figures for rent, 
rates, fuel and light, is 52 per cent.

Cadet Units. 


After withdrawal of recognition from 
the cadet units of the secondary schools, 
it was anticipated that the Minister for 
War would cause a reduction to be made 
in the grant to Officers’ Training Corps. 
His action has caused no surprise, and 
will have little effect upon the large 
schools. In future no Government grant 
will be made for boys under sixteen, but 
boys of fifteen may become members withi- 
out qualifying for the grant. In the large 
schools the boys are not encouraged to 
join until they are sixteen, since it is 
undesirable that young boys should take 
part in strenuous exercises with those o! 
seventeen or eighteen. In the smaller 
schools boys below sixteen will probab!y 
remain in their O.T.C.’s, paying an in- 
creased subscription in place of the 
Government grant.

CONSERVATIVE 


CASE STATED. 


—— 


After a few preliminary remarks as to 
the desirability of giving free expression 
to all shades of opinion, Mr. Baldwin said 
that it was particularly essential for Con- 
cervatives themselves to remember—as 
some of them were apt to forget—that the 
Empire was a living organsm, and that 
the Empire of to-day was not the Empire 
of the first Jubilee of Queen Victoria. No 
man could forsee what might be the posi- 
tion of the Empire 50 years hence. It was 
in a constant process of evolution—a pro- 
cess which was being speeded up every 
day. It could not be supposed that in this 
world-evolution India alone was static. 
(Labour cheers.) We had ourselves 
impregnated India with Western ideas, 
and, for good or evil, we were reaping the 
fruits of our own work. 

He took the Conference as an accepted 
fact, and he wanted to make plain what 
had always been plain—that the Con- 
servative Party policy stood exactly where 
he stated it stood when he made the speecn 
at Newton Abbot. In that speech, he 
stated that their main objective was the 
clear objective of an All-India Federa- 
tion, and that many difficulties had to oe 
surmounted before we could attain it. He 
further stated that no one was committed, 
for the simple reason that it was impos 
sible for any of them to pronounce a 
definite opinion until a definite plan was 
before them. The Round Table Conference 
did not attempt to deal with details.

It was perfectly obvious that 
after the conclusion of the Conference the 
Government had to decide what was the 
next step they should take. The Govern- 
ment had put forward one suggestion 
which involved sending delegates to India. 
The Conservative Party took the view that 
at this juncture it was the business of the 
Government of the day to take the matter 
in hand until the future became more 
filled in. It was impossible and un- 
desirable for him to say what course the 
Conservative Party would have pursu 
had they been responsible as the Govern- 
ment. In any case, he would have felt 


that at this moment the work that wanted | 


doing in India would have been best 
carried on by the Government of the day, 
in .whatever manner they thought best 
to achieve the end. i 

He wanted to say nothing which would 
make the Government’s task mere difh- 
cult here or in India. He told the 
Government that, while they took that 
view of this particular question, at this 
particular moment, they were willing at 
all times to be consulted if the Govern- 
ment thought it desirable, and that the 
answer they wave on that point in no way 


prejudiced their fair and free considera- 


tion and their judgment of each case on 
its merits as, and when, the occasions 
arose. Everyone knew there were differ- 
ences of opinion in the Conservative Party 
on this subject, because there always had 
been. There was anxiety among many of 
his supporters as to whether the delegates 
to the London Conference were going out 
to India. He hoped to relieve them of 
that anxiety. 


THE RECENT STATEMENT. 


When he was asked on Monday if he 
had any objection to a statement going 
out, he said quite frankly that he would 
rather no statement was made. These 
conversations were private, and the com- 
munications between the Jeader and a com- 
mittee of his followers ought to be private. 
(Laughter.) But he noticed that there 
was some communication between that 
committee of his party and a section of 
the Press which had announced that it 
was trying to smash the party. He pre- 
ferred that any statement of his inten- 
tions should be authenticated by himself. 
He knew the result might be unfortunate, 
not for himself—he did not care two-

The conclusion which had been reached 
was a great tribute to Lord Irwin, whose 
character had given him a prestige in 
India that nothing else could have afforded 
him. They could not judge the ultimate 
effects of these conversations. Extremism 
in India and at home died hard and slowly. 
But, whatever happened, the area of good- 
will and co-operation had been definitely 
enlarged. If party co-operation in this 
country was once broken up, the whole 

roblem of the (Government of India would 
i insoluble and impossible, and he, for 
one, would never undertake the responsi- 
bility, but would leave it to those on whom 
the responsibility rested for breaking up 
that unity. (Cheers. ) 

The danger did not come from the 
difficulties themselves, but from the ex- 
tremists in India and at home; and the 
writings in some papers would do more to 
loose India from the Britisk Empire—do 
more to cause a revolutionary spirit—than 
could be done hy anything or anyone. 

Mr. Baldwin concluded ioc, know the 
difficulty there is among men in my party 
—difficulties of affection and old ties. I 
do not believe the bulk of our party in the 
House or in the country will take any 
different view than I expressed at Newton 
Abbot.

THE GOVERNMENT'S DESIRE. 


It was the earnest desire of the Govern- 
ment to continue, with the least possible 
interruption, the Constitutional dis- 
cussions of the Round Table Conference. 
They had given careful consideration to 
the plan by which a Parliamentary delega- 
tion would go to India forthwith and 
reconstitute there the Round Table Con- 
ference which sat at St. James’s, with the 
addition of representatives of the Con- 
gress. But the obvions advantages of this 
plan were outweighed by important 
practical considerations. The exigencies 
of the Parliamentary situation made it 
dificult to secure an adequate Parlia- 
mentary delegation to India, and, on the 
other hand, there was much prelir:nary 
work to be done, which the Indians them- 
selves must undertake.

Thus the 
Conference would be removed from its 
appropriate atmosphere to one where it 
would be subjected to the pressure of the 
London “daily Press, of vested interests, 
and the London money markets. 

Earl Winterton was in complete agree- 
ment with Mr. Baldwin. 

The Prime Minister, in concluding the 
debate, said he thought he was entitled te 
claim that the great majority of all parties 
were united in standing by the work, 
spirit, and methods of the Round Table 
Conference.

COMBINED MARKETING.

The Royal Automobile Club announces 
that the International ‘ourist 'l'rophy 
Race will take place this year on the Ards 
Circuit, near Belfast, on Saturday, August 
22nd, and that the regulations are now 
available.

Appreciating the great value of this

be responsible for the prize money that 
has always been one of the big attractions 
to entrants. This offer was gladly accepted 
by the Roya] Automobile Club. 

Hitherto the prize money has been dis- 
tributed in the proportions of £1,000 to 
the winner and £300 and £200 to the 
second and third respectively.

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CHINESE STEAMER 
BLOWN UP.

SHANGHAI, Thursday. 

Two hundred persons have lost taeir 
lives in the sinking of the Chinese river 
steamer Pachi, which blew up and sank 
in the Yangtse River, seventy miies from 
here, last night. 

The vessel was bound up-stream, a..! a 
Customs Revenue eruiser patrolling the 
Yangtse saw her smothered in smoke. She 
steamed over to give assistance, but before 
she was able to get near enough to be of 
any help the fore-deck of the Pachi was 
rent by un explosion which killed many 
of the deck passengers instantly. 

The captain anchored his ship, but 
immediately a second explosion blew out 
the stern, throwing most of the remaining 
passengers into the river. The most 
terrible scenes were witnessed as the mass 
of burned, injured and p&pic-stricken 
passenyers struggled in the war and on 
the wrecked ship. 

The Customs cruiser and naf?¥e boats 
rescued between them 180 people out of 
the total! of 400 known to have been aboard 
the Pachi, which was a river steamer 
loaded to capacity. 

One hundred Chinese solders were among 
the passengers, and it is reported that the 
fire broke out through the soldiers throw- 
ing cigarette ends in the cargo, which 
consisted mainly of cotton.

THE FRONT RESTORED. 


The Times to-dey observes in a leadinz 
article: —It is almost a truism jo say cl 
most Indian debates in the House of 
Commons, that they do more harm than 
good, but yesterday's opportunity was 
both fortunate and thoroughly well spent. 
It is one of Mr. Baldwin’s most unfailing 
characteristics, that he never rises to 
the heights of which he is capable till the 
causes for which he stands seem almost 
desperate, His spiritual home is always 
the last ditch. At all events, from this 
time onward, there will be an end, thanks 
to him, of the legend that responsible 
Conservatives are prepared to be 
stampeded out of all their Imperial tradi- 
tions, to make the Indian problem a mere 
pawn in the politice! game at home, and 
to abandon their steady search for a solu- 
tion in concert with men of good-will in 
the other parties and in India.

Federation met on the 8th inst., and 
I placed before them the resolution received 
from the four British unions. My Com- 
mittee instructed me, when acknowledgin 
this, to inform the different unions of their 
sincere regret and surprise at this resolution 
being taken, especially at the present 
moment, when it’ had been recognised, not 
only by the members and also the teams 
of the three unions against whom we have 
played international matches this season, but 
also by such teams as Somerset, Devon, 
Glamorgan, etc., by their letters and con- 
gratulations to us on the correct manner in 
which these matches have been played, that 
the special efforts that our Fede 
already made since last season to stamp out 
rough and disloyal play have already shown 
their effect. 

SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 

“However, the following resolution was 
passed :— 

“In view of the extremely grave situa- 
tion which would be created in French 
Rugby were international relations broken 
off, it was resolved to take all possible 
measures to ensure the continuance of 
relations with the British unions, and to 
keep unity intact.’ 

“A special committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Brennous, Bernstein, Bru, Detreuil, Eleure.

The hearing of the petition brought by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Smyth, of (Cuil Min, Sydney 
avenue, Blackrock, and Mr. Weber Smyth, 
merchant. of Sandford Lodge, Sandford, Dub- 
lin, in relation to the estate duty payable 
on the death of Mr. Edward Weber Smyth, 
merchant, late of 6 and 7 St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin, and Cuil Min, Sydney avenue, 
Blackrock, was concluded, and judgment was 
reserved. 

lt appeared from the petition that the late 
Mr. E. W. Smyth, who, at the date of his 
death on the 23rd May, 1928, was chairman 
and managing director of Messrs. Robert 
Smyth and Sons, Ltd., tea znd wine mer 
chants, 6 and 7 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, 
was possessed of 18,501 shares in the comi- 
pany, and the petitioners, who are his execu- 
tors. when making their return for the pur- 
pose of estate duty, valued his shares at 15s. 
each, their estimate of value being based on 
the average dividend for the preceding six 
years, and the market price of similar hais 
of other trading companies dealt in on the 
Dublin Stock Exchange, a valuation which 
subsequently they offered to merease to 
17s. 6d., but the Revenve Commissioners de- 
clined to accept either of these values, and 
had assessed the shares at 22s. 6d. each, on 


, | the basis that the Jate Mr. Smyth, ;:; holder 


of the majority of shares in the company, and 
having the preponderating voting power, was 
in a position voluntarily to wind up the com- 
pany, and that the shares should, therefore, 
be valued on the basis of the excess of assets 
over liabilities in the winding up, an excess 
which the Commnssioners’ estimated at 
£25,882 17s. 6d., but which petitioners were 
advised .would not at most exceed £22,500, 
and which would be reduced if the allowance 
for bad debts was insufficient. 
BASIS OF VALUATION. 

The petitioners contended that the estimate 
of the Commissioners was excessive and that 
the basis of valuation adopted by the Com- 
missioners did not comply ‘with the pro- 
visions of Section 7 (5) of the Finance Act, 
1394, which provided that for the purposes 
of assessment of estate duty the principal 
valne ot auy pronerty shall be estimated to 
be the price which such property would fetch 
if sold in the open market at the time of the 
death of the late Mr. Smyth. They accord- 
ingly asked for a declaration based on their 
convention, and for a refund of any excess 
duty paid by them. 

The Revenue Commissioners, tn their 
answer to the petition, stated that it was 
not correct to state that they had valued the 
shares at 22s. 6d. each, though that was the 
figure reached by dividing by the number of 
shares held by the late Mr. Smyth, the value 
placed by them on all the shares. They did 
not admit that ihe value placed on the block 
of shares held by the late Mr. Smyth was 
excessive, but they did admit that the esti- 
mate was based on the assumption that a 
purchaser or purchasers of the shares would 
have a control of the company enabling him 
or them voluntarily to wind it up. They 


the average net trading profits over the five 
vears’ period had been absorbed by the 
three directors, which, having regard to the 
size of the company, was considered dispro- 
portionately great. Had they been content 
with a remuneration of, say. £1,500 to 
£2,000. the company easily could have paid 
an eight to ten per cent. dividend. In fact,

Brock, chartered accountant, of the 
firm of Messrs. Craig, Gardner and Co., in 
the course of cross-examination by Mr. Jellett, 
dealt with the remuneration which should 
reasonably be paid to the managing director 
and directors of business concerns, ‘The late 
Mr. Smyth, he said, had a salary of £2,000 
a year, and witness expressed the view that 
this was too high, even considering the high 
class nature of the business, and the ad- 
mittedly high qualifications of Mr. Smyth. 
In his view, although the personal element 
ought to be considered when estimating the 
salary of a managing director of a business of 
this description, Mr. Brock said that the 
value of this element was often exaggerated. 
He did not want to depreciate the qualifica- 
tions of the late Mr. Sr sth, © ut it was ore 
p ssibl- that his successor might have been 
just as acceptable, if not more se, to the 
customers of the firm. 

Mr. Jellett asked if the witness meant that 
the new manager would have a nicer appear- 
ance

“Mr. Justice Hanna said that there was no 
doubt that the personality of a managing 
director was of some value in a business of 
this kind. 

The witness estimated that a reasonable 
salary for the managing director of this 
business would be £800 a- year. 

When Mr. Jellett asked the witness if he 
took into consideration pre-war values the 
witness stated that the prices were now 
almost back to their pre-war level.

Fianna Fail opposed Section 33 of the 
bill. which deals with the distribution 
of purchase money and questions of 
compensation, but the section was 
carred’ on a division by 70 votes 
fo 53.

“TOO MANY COMPLICATIONS,”

TO STIMULATE WINTER

GETTING THE FARMER TO 
CHANGE HIS METHUDS. 
Mr, WILSON ‘moved the following motion : 
““ That, the Seanad is of opinion that further 
action is necessary.in order to ensure an ex- 
tension of winter dairying; and recommends 
that an ex a ees i I pare of be 
pencé , pai ring winter 
period —- all treship-mmanetgcared creamery 
butter ‘exported from Saorstat Eireann, 
that an excise duty of threepence per 
lb. be- charged, levied, and on 
all creamery butter taken out of cold storaye 
for home consumption during the same 


Mr. WILSON said that the object of the 
motion was to stimulate the dairving in- 
dustry. Under the present state of affairs, 
when the price of butter in winter. was more 
or less the came as in summer, no ordinary 
armer was inclined to produce in winter. 
t would be business from the point of 
view of dairying as a whole to subsidise the 
The position of 
dairying was not right at present; for, 
notwithstandin ali the advantages it 
possessed, the Trish producers got the iowest 
price in the world for their butter. He was 
of opinion that, if they could induce sufficient 
farmers to produce winter butter, and so 
maintain a sufficient quantity of freshly- 
made butter for export at a uniform rate all 
the year round, tho value of the present 
quantity of butter exported would be in- 
creased by £600.000. 

If they were to get the farmer to change 
his system of butter production, he must get 
something more than the extra cost. By 
producing winter milk, the all-round value of 
milk conld be raised by 4d. per gallon, be- 
cause the value of the butter would increase. 
Winter milk nearly always obtained a better 
price than summer milk. 

THE BRITISH MARKET. 

Mr. BARRINGTON said that he would 
vote against the motion unless Senator 
Wilson was able to explain away some figures 
which he would quote for them. In February 
last he was in the West End of London and 
saw in a retail shop Australian butter marked 
up at ls. per lb. and Danish at 1s. 6d. per 
lb. How was it that the Danes were able 
to get 1s. 6d. while the Australian could get 
only ls. a pound. It seemed to him the 
explanation was that the Danes had a 
better method of marketing. Prior to the 
tariff being put on butter the people in this 
country were paying ls. 2d. a pound for 
butter, and to-day the price was ls. 8d. 

Mr. COUNIHAN said that it would be very 
desirable to create winter dairying in this 
country, but the propases of fivepence a pound 
would not bring it about. Fivepence on every 
pound of butter meant only twopenc> on every 
gallon of milk produced in winter, and the 
farmer would not do it for that.” In his 
opinion it could not be done for sixpence per 
gallon, and, in addition, there was a greater 
risk to cows calving in October and November 
—so as to produce winter milk—than in April. 

LOST CULTIVATION. 

Mr. COMYN supported the motion on the 
grounds that winter dairyimg would of neces- 
sity increase cultivation. In the last ten 
years 300,000 acres had gone out of cultiva- 
tion, and they should do all in their power to 
reclaim that lost cultivation. He asked the 
Senate to adont the principle of the resolution. 

Mr. MacELLIN said that he was not en- 
thusiastic about the motion. He felt that a 
good deal would depend on what would 
happen in the next few years. In his opinion, 
it was necessary to have some sort of central 
committee that would control the market and 
direct the operations of the dairying industry 
as a whole. It would be quite feasible 
then to adopt a scheme of aran- 
teed prices--say, ls. 2d. per tb. in 
the summer and ls. 9d. in the winter. 
He thought that a Fun of 1s. 9d. per Ib. 
in the winter would be sufficient to certain 
parts of the country to go in for winter dairy- 
in 


E. 
QUESTION OF A GUARANTEE. 

Mr. O'HANLON said that if a guarantee 
price was given the organisation giving it 
would not exist, but would go tottering to 
the ground when the first slump came. The 
subsidy which the resolution looked for would 
cost £600,000 for four months of the year, 
and the farmer would be put to extra cost in 
production. He saw little or no rea! advan- 
tage out of the proposal. He looked upon 
tariffs as an artificia] aid, and he felt that 
before such artificial aids were adopted other 
means should be tried. He suggested that an 
attempt should be made to create a live 
central marketing machine to operate for the 
butter-producing community of this country. 

Mr. O'CONNOR said that it was much 
wiser to #llow industries ‘stand on their own
